Forty years ago a group of Designers 
and Craftsmen gathered together to 
show that Art was something wider 
than picture painting. They also 
claimed a place for handicraft, a worth 
different from and beyond that of 
mechanical production. They formed 
this Society, w r hich held its first exhibi- 
tion in 1 888, and in the early days was 
aided and guided by William Morris 
and Walter Crane. 

The First Exhibitions were held at 
the New Gallery in Regent Street. 
They were made possible by the 
financial support of a number of lay- 
men interested in the aims and ideals 
of the Society. The more recent Exhibi- 
tions have been held, thanks to the 
courtesy of the President and Council 
of the Royal Academy, at Burlington 
House. 

The Arts and Crafts movement has 
made its mark at home and abroad, and 
has furnished the ideas on which 
modern craft schools have been founded 
here and in other countries.

Hie history of the Crafts and Indus- 
tries teaches ns that individual crafts- 
men are necessary to a country to pro- 
vide standards, incentives to artistic 
invention, and new ideas to the mass 
production manufacturer. Where and 
when a handicraft expires so also the 
quality of machine production in that 
country fails . 

The skilled handicrafts give the clue 
to an escape from several of the diffi- 
culties which the whole world is encoun- 
tering There is need for a healthy 
educated public interest in the crafts— 
an intelligent interest, which will make
